Movement in England :— 

The copybooks inform us that perseverance is ge- 
nerally attended with success. If we doubted this en- 
couraging moral maxim we should be much consoled 
by the present appearance of te Volunteer Movement. 
The country is being covered with corps more or less 
numerous—there is actual meeting, and drilling, and 
shooting going on. It is evident that enrolment 1s 
not sought after merely for the sake of an uniform, or 
a pleasant meeting once a fortnight, or a ball once a 
vear, but because there is an earnest conviction that 
the country may soon be exposed to danger, and 
can be protected only by the patriotic exertions of 
her sons. 

The example of the American States, where the re- 
gular army, numbering only a few thousands, is posted 
on the extreme verge of civilisation, and where the real 
defcuce of the country is eutrusted to the militia, could 
not be without its effect on any thinking man who was 
free from professional prejudices. In that land of 
energy and self-dependence a young man looks upon 
himself as disgraced unless he belongs to some body 
or less military in its organisation. It may be a regi 
ment of volunteers, or it may be only a fire company ; 
but the practice of associating’in masses for service of 
various kinds gives to the whole people a facility in 
learning the art of war which is one of the best posses- 
dionsofa nation. The services ofthe American Militia 
in past times are too well known to be referred to. 
Inthe war of 1812, they were found to be fully 
¢quil to regular troops; and, indeed, the best 
soldiers of Wellington’s peninsular army were over and 
dver again deteated by these levies, whose skill in the

Weare far from thinking that the French km- 
peror is not as anxious as the rest of mankind for the

she now necessarily is. It may be a very subtle and a 
very clever policy, but it is dangerous. ‘To drive the 
Italians in despair to his own expedient he forbids them 
every other. He has stopped all the holes except one 
bolt-hole, and has put a net over that; or, like a patient 
and determined groom with an obstinate horse, he 
tickles and twitches and persecutes the animal, giving 
him no rest or sleep until he is tired out and submits. 
These are plans that answer to catch rabbits and to 
tame horses, but whether any similar course of proceed- 
ing wiil answer to catch ‘Tuscany and Modena, and to 
tame the Romagna, may not be so certain. If diplomatic 
words have meaning to common ears, Napoleon III. 
cannot, come what may, march an army into Italy 
unless to drive out an Austrian army. Is it not to be 
feared that Italy, headed and traversed in all her en- 
deavours, may despair of meeting the wishes of 
foreigners, and, fearing no longer that Frenchmen or 
Austrians may come upon her through the passages of 
the Alps, may look only to the best means of con- 
solidating her own eternal strength ?

The Globe on a Similarity between 
and the Emperor of China--- 


One of the best proofs of the common origin of man- 
kind is the wonderful similarity of the ways in which 
human action proceeds, and the human mind expresses 
itself, under parallel circumstances in different parts of 
the world. There are no two spots on the habitable 
globe more remote inmost respects from each other than 
Rome and Pekin; and if any two of the types of 
humanity were so unlike as to imply descent from a 
different Adam and Eve, such surely would be the c&se 
with the Caucasian and the Mongol ; the one as exem. 
a in the benign visage of his Holiness Pope Pius 
X., and the other in the flat-nosed, almond-eyed, saf- 
fron-coloured countenance of his Celestial Majesty the 
Emperor of China. 
Reigning representatives of the two most stupendous 
impostures ever palmed on the credulity of mankind, 
each of these exalted personages boasts a long line of 
predecessors in the enjoyment of a rule, which is 
founded on the same infirmity of our common nature, 
consolidated and preserved for ages from ever-impend- 
ing destruction by the same artifices. Asserting a su- 
premacy commensurate with the limits of the uni- 
verse, each of these despotisms has crowned itself with 
an array of blasphemous titles corresponding to its im- 
pious assumptions. The Mongol is, perhaps, a little 
the more the modest of the two. He merely says, “I 
am the Light of the World; the Brother of the Sun ; 
the Supreme Ruler of Mankind.” Such is the language 
of the Tyrant of the Body. But the Tyrant of the 
Soul proclaims himself Vicegerent of God upon Farth, 
Holy, Infallible, Pardoner of Sins, Dispenser of Eternal 
Punishment ; and holds the keys of Heaven and Hell, 
as he says, for the whole human race. Three hundred 
millions of credulous souls believe and bow down be- 
fore one of these idols ; and one hundred and thirty 
millions {move or less) believe and bow down before the 
other. The modes by which these two autocracies have 
consolidated their dominion are of like stamp and com- 
plexion. ‘They are those of that descri of al 
tenderness which chiefly manifests itself by not sparing 
the rod. Its heart is torn and bigeding for its erring and 
disobedient children ; it has been accustomed neverthe- 
less—(time and occasion permitting—to correct their 
errors and punish their by chopping off 
their heads or roasting them alive.

LONDON, SaTUKDAY Arrernoon,—There are contra- 
dictory reports floating about town to-day, but I ean 
confirm, on the best authority, the statement that King 
Victor Emmanuel has, at the request of France, refused 


Central Italy. I can also intorm you positively that 
England will go into the Congress: upholding there 
the policy that the Italians shall be free from all armed 
intervention—a policy now formally accepted by 
France, Russia, and Prussia. Possibly the Congress 
will “ recommend’ some compromise to Italy, but no 
force will be used. All will now depend on the pru- 
dence and strength of mind of the Italians themselves. 

An amateur diplomatist—one of my friends—gives me 
some geographical hints as to the importance of the 

Fnglish interests involved in the Spanish contest with 
Morocco. Spain (as you will see on the map) is in pos- 
session of the nearest point of land to Africa; and if 
she obtained any concession of land from Morocco, she 
might (by erecting batteries on Santa Catalina, and op- 
posire batteries on her new African territory) actually 
command the entrance to the Mediterranean. When | 
say “ actually command,” [ mean that no ship could pass 
throngh without running the danger of being sunk by the 
fire of the aforesaid batteries. The straits at this place 
are so narrow ‘about eight miles) that large guns, cspe- 
cially with new improvements, could carry nearly mid- 
way across. But, in addition, the in-draught of water 
at the straits (naturally caused by the rush of the At- 
lantic into the Mediterranean ) is so intense and powerful 
in the centre of the straits that all vessels coming out 
of the Mediterranean are obliged to avoid the middle of 
the Channel, and to“ hug the shore” at either side. 
This natural peculiarity would favour the power pos- 
sessing batteries at both sides, for the ships would be 
invariably driven within range. 

_ We now learn (thanks to Sir G. C. Lewis at the Man- 
sion-house Banquet) that the Ministry is preparing a 
Reform Bill “ in the spirit of the Constitution,” adds 
his colleague, Mr. Gladstone.

The Moniteur of that date gives the speech 
ofthe Girondin Vergniaud moving the grant, also, to the 
following foreigners :— General George Washington, 
James Mackintosh, Dr. Priestly, Kosciusko, Anacharsis 
Clootz, Pestalozzi, Klopstock, and Schiller. The letter 
addressed to the latter German poet is given, signed by 
the famous Roland as Minister of Foreign Aflairs, and 
hence the French claim to Schiller as one of their fellow- 
citizens. 

Cardinal Roucher, Archbishop of Vienna, has thought 
it prudent to subscribe 100 florins to celebrate this very 
unorthodox t's festival, though he has about as 
much sympathy with his genius as Cullen with that of 
Shakspere, Milton, Burns, or Byron. 

The clerical pronunc:amento in Dublin is looked on 
asa mere matter of course here, The cloth is naturally 
ruffled at being brought down a peg ; but the laity in 
France, as well as elsewhere, view this curtailment of

FIRE AND LOSS OF LIFE AT BALLISOUDAR:., 
A fire, attended with most disastrous consequences, 
broke out on Thursday afternoon, at about five o'clock, 
in the mills ol Mr. Cuthbertson, at Ballisodare.

#ilontry in undertaking the command of Lady Frank- 
ins final expedition, by the successful result of which 
he has been enabled to render full justice to the memory 
of her distinguished husband, ‘and his gallant officers 
“nd crews.” Ile said that ofall the attributes of freemen 
there Was none so grateful as being enabled to offer 
an independent testimony to the merits and 
“rvices rendered by one of their own countrymen. 

(Hear, hear.) If ever theré was a gentleman who bad 
performed what he might call a great public duty witha 
conrage and intelligence never surpassed, it was Captain 
M’Clintock. He felt ashamed, as an Irishman, to think 
that upon many occasions they had not performed their 
duty towards euch men as M‘Clure. It also grieved him 
to think that the country should have taken no notice of 
the great services performed by that distinguished man, 
Sir John Lawrence. The country which prodaced Sir 
John Lawrence and Sir Henry Lawrence was fertils in 
statesmen, but he believed there were no greater 
men than those, and to them,under Providep<e, they were 
main! y indebted for the restoration of tranquillity in 
India, and the hold, and he trusted the permanent hold, 
they had there. It was gratifying in the extreme to 
find that Captain M‘Clintock was \ikely to be rewarded 
in the manner in which he dezeryed (Hear, hear.) He

The Rev. Professor Haughton, in coming forward to 
second the resolution, was received with loud applause. 
He said that, owing to certain circumstances, he hap- 
pened to have an intimate knowledge with all that 
Captain M'Clintock did, in the way of services to 
science @uring the last 11 years, from 1848 to 185). He 
would proceed to lay before the meeting a few of the 
lea#.ng particulars of what Captain M‘Clintock had 
ne, and to call upon them to congratulate him upon 
his safe return, and for the great courage displayed 
oy him in commanding the Fox. The earlier 
Arctic voyages were not undertaken for the 
advancement of science, but were, without  ex- 
ception the result of a desire to make money, 
and to reach India by a western passage, as the Portu- 
guese had reached it by the east, and those expeditions 
were promoted altogether by commercial men, who 
iavished their money and the lives of their sailors in the 
enterprise. Many important discoveries were made in 
science and geography by these expeditions; but in later 
days they thought it worthy of their character, as a great 
nation to elevate science tc .3e rank that money had 
200 years ago, and to send out scientific expedi- 
tions to determine scientific problems. Amongst 
the officers who served in such expeditions none was 
more entitled totheir admiration than Sir John Franklin, 
whose fate had becn determined by Captain M‘Clintock. 
It was in the memory of all who read his book, which 
was published by himself in conjunction with Richard- 
son, the horrors of that fearful journey in the Northern 
parts of the Hudson Bay territory, when his persevering 
and wnflinching love for science marked him out 
as the man oy wre 4 qualified to undertake the fatal 
etpedition in which himself and Crozier, and his men 
perished. He would not enter into minute details upon 
the many services rendered to science by Captain 
M'Clintock. He had been employed by (Go- 
vernment, three expeditions, to search after 
Sir dvbn Franklin, whose expedition was 
a scientific one. At some other time it 
Wonld be fit to enter in detail upon the services he ren- 
dered to geographical science, to geological science, and 
magnetic science, and the sciences which investigate the 
laws of the tides. The result of those observations would 
be published by the Royal Dublin Society, and he would 
hot enter further into them, except to advert to the 
thet that during his last voyage in the Fox, with 
such limited resources, with many pressing 
claims upon his time, and amid the dangers of his peril- 
ous journey, Captain M‘Clintock found time to 
conduct the most important series of magnetic obser- 
vations that were ever made within the Arctic section. 
For the purpose of these observations, he carried with 
him a scientific brass instrument, weighing 42 pounds, 
and any one whe had travelled in these expeditions 
‘véuld understand what it was to carry such a baby as 
that. The slightest trip or tall would have put the in- 
strument out of order, but he carried it, and succeeded 

- ‘in making the most important series of observations in 
those regions on record. He mentioned that circumstane 
&s anjillustration,to show the citizensof Dublin the impor- 
tant services rendered to science by that distinguished 
man. Captain M‘Clintock was not an Arctic sailor ir. the 
stnse in which they mentioned the names of Parry and 
some of the older voyagers. He did not make any great 
or long voyages, such as Captain Parry had astonished 
the world with,but it was emphatically asan Arctic sledge 
traveller that Capt. M‘Clintock claimed their admira- 
tion (llear, hear.) Every one, including Dr. Kane, the 
famous American, who made such extraordinary sledge- 
journeys himself, and the gallant Capt. Osborne, who 
was also famous in this respect, all admitted his great 
superiori!y. and would, if they were present, he had no 
doubt, vi" with him in proclaiming Captain M*Clintock 
Jacile priuceps.( lear, hear.) Comparing the knowledge 
acquired by Captain M‘Clintock’s expedition with that 
of tormer Arctic expeditions, he stated that it was now 
possible for a ship's crew, fully equipped, to travel along 
the radius ofa circle of 1,000 miles, whereas it had been 

nwoctaing Í by tracking the course of the Erebus and 
Terror, that the utmost distance t reached was 220 
niles. ‘This was accounted for by their having adopted the 
fastest plan of travelling in two large boats, eac': boat 
mounted upon two sledges. According to Captain 
M'Clintock’s estimate, each of these boats required 50 
men to draw them—allowing 10 for the sick and 
wounded; and one of these boats had been discovered 
with the remains of two dead men who had kept watch 
until the retura of their companions for upwards of 
eleven years. They owed, therefore, the improvement 
which had taken place in sledge travelling since the 
Franklin expedition set out principally to Captain 
M’Clintock. (Ilear, hear.) He (the rev. gentleman) 
had no desire to claim for Captain M'Clintock the pro- 
perty of another; and he knew that nothing would be 
more distasteful to that lgenerous-hearted man than to 
find them appropriating, in their too great enthusiasm 
or zeal, what had belonged to another. (Applause.)

M’Clure was the first man that ever visited Melville 
Island, from the time Captain Parry sailed there in 
1819. This island was visited by M‘Ciintock, when 
he performed the extraordinary feat of 1,400 miles 
sledge travelling. He could tot have been able to 
perform so much but for the oxen he shot during his 
course. Many interesting circumstances were relat 
during this journey. Amongst others, that he saw a 
little island north beyond a point ever reached by any 
exploring expedition ; and, in memory of his native 
land, he called that Island “ Ireland's Eye.” (Laughter 
and applause.) When an officer had been so 
mindful of his country, it was their duty 
to be Iwindful of him. (Hear, hear.) He 
(ihe tev. gentleman) would next say a few words 
respecting Captain M’Clintock’s late expedition in the 
Fox. He had been requested by Captain M‘Clintock to 
do ample justice to the brave, determined men who served 
under him. (lear, hear.) It was not because he was 
an Irishoiran—though, of course, they were proud of him 
as such—they should praise him to the injury of those 
who served under him. (Heat, hear.) As an illustra- 
tion of the social qualities of Captain M‘Clintock, he 
might mention that for two years and three 
months he and his twenty-two officers and men 
were shut up in a small box called the Fox. 
They lived like the happy family they might see in the 
street — although the slightest pressure for food, or 
other comforts, might set all their bad passions in mo- 
tion, and array them one against the other. This was no 
fanciful picture. It appeared to be a chronic disease 
among Arctic expeditions that the commanding officer 
returned, with the other officers, under arrest, and, on 
their arrival in England, they were treated to a court- 
martial all round. It was a poor testimony to be given 
toa commanding officer, after his return from a la- 
borious expedition, to find, after a court-martial was 
held, that he was presented with his own sword. It was 
very much like giving a dog a piece of his own tail. 
(Laughter.) On M‘Clintock’s return to England, the 
first testimonial that he received, which he va’: ed 
higher than any testimonial which could be given him, 
was the testimonial of a chronometer, presented to him 
on behalf of the officers and men of the little Fox. 
It was right that justice should be done to all, and, 
therefore, he would mention the services of the two dis- 
tinguished officers who performed ‘with Captain 
M‘Clintock the voyage in the Fox. He particularly 
alluded to Captain Allen Young, an Englishman, who 
volunteered, with his purse and life, to assist Lady Frank- 
lin. He risked his life and gave his money. He belonged 
to that sturdy and stubborn race that peopled the North 
of England, that sent forth their whalers, and who, when 
the London merchants gave up the Arctic discoveries, 
persevered, and made discoveries of theirown. It was fair 
to say that that brave and excellent man almost excelled 
his chief. He also should mention Lieutenant Hobson. 
Captain M‘Clintock, had by his inquiries upon the eastern 
shore of Boothia, ascertaingd from the story of the 
Esquimaux the position of the Erebusand Terror. The 
post of honour belonged to the man who should travel 
first to the missing ships, and obtain the books and do- 
cuments. Lieutenant Hobson had been in delicate 
health for some time, and though it was Captain 
M‘Clintock’s right to go, he resigned to Lieutenant 
Hobson the post of honour of going direct to the ships, 
and therefore the honour came to Lieutenant Hobson as 
the man who brought home the first news of 
missing expedition. During the search they discovered 
the skeleton of one of the crew. The rev. professor 
continued to say that thus the Western coast of King 
William’s Island was searched and investigated by 
those distinguished officeas. Lieutenant Hobson per- 
formed 600 miles, of which 340 were geographical 
explorations, and they were miles in which the responsi- 
bility of taking angles rested upon the officers. Cap- 
tain M’Clintock travelled 800 miles, of which 630 were 
explorations, and taking angles, and Captain Young 
performed a feat of 900 miles. Those journeys were 
performed under circumstances that would have taxed 
the endurance and tested the powers of even Captain 
M’Clintock himself. Captain Young performed forty 
days of travelling in the midst of sleet, accompanied by 
one sailor and two dogs without the means of sheltering 
himself at night. He (Professer Haughton) was 
unable to express his personal admiration of Captain 


which he was enabled to render full justice to the 
memory of her distinguished husband and his gallant 
offigers andcrew. When Lady Franklin, after the re- 
turn of Sir Edward Belcher’s expedition, proposed to 
the Admiralty to send out another expedition, she nained 
three officers as gentlemen who were willing 
to undertake the service—Captain Osborne, Captain 
Maguire, an Irishman, and Captain M‘Clintock, another 
Irishman. He believed it wasthe highest honour Cap- 
tain M‘Clintock could have recorded of him that he was 
named by Lady Franklin. They ought to claim some 
pride themselves in having two Irishmen selected. Cap- 
tain M‘Clintock undertook to perform the expedition 
without pay ; but Lady Franklin sed toohigha 
spirit to permit that, and, before Captain M‘Clintock left 
England, she executed the necessary legal deeds for trans- 
ferring the ownership of the Fox, which, on his 
return, he informed her hecould not accept. ‘That 
noble and devoted woman sold out the last 
remnant of her property, save a life annuity which she 
could not dispose of, to provide funds for the expedition. 
Beyond the assistance she received from Captain Young, 
she had no other aid. Captain M‘Clintock had not 
only succeeded in bringing the consolation to Lady 
Franklin of knowing the fate of her husband, but the 
knowledge of the fact that the most astonishing 
Arctic voyages ever performed in those seas was 
by Sir John Franklin and Capt. Crozier. The last 
known of Sir John Franklin was that in 
1845 he was sighted by a whaler just above Baffin’s Bay. 
He ventured at that point in 1846, and it wasa 
strange circumstance he left no record at that point. 
There were only two records found, but there was rea- 
son to believe the whole of the coast was studded with 
records from a number of tins found, which probably 
contained papers. They knew that Franklin, in '45, 
sailed northwards through the Queen’s Channel! till he 
touched toa latitude of 77 N. The learned professor 
pointed out the position on the map. In the tollowing 
year, they sviled south down Feel’s Sound, until 
they remained fast, fixed in the ice at a certain puint 
where they remained for eighteen months, and during 
that time Sir John Franklin died. Captain M‘Clintock 
had brought home comparative good news to his sorrow- 
ing wife, that he died on board his ship surrounded by 
his comrades—surrounded by kindness, and, probably, 
regretting he did not live long enough to complete the 
discovery of the North West Passage. Franklin knew 

the importance of the voyage he had made—he knew it 
only required another 100 miles of sailing, to put him 
into the open sea, by which he hoped to 
reach the Pacific. The rev. Professor continued to 
say that if Captain M‘Clintock rendered no other ser- 
viee than having vindicated the character of Sir Jolin 

Franklin, and laced him ia the highest rank of Arctic 

voyagers, he deserved their thanks. If they men- 
tioned the most distinguished of the Arctic 
voyagers, they should name Parry, Franklin 

M‘Clintock, M‘Clure, and Collinson, There. 
was not a cape—not an island in the Arctic Seas 

which did not bear the name of some man deserving to 
be commemorated by the country, and too often these 
capes and these islands contained their bones ; but, as 
among the men who deserve well of the country—who 
have shown high social qualities, indomitable eourage 

and scal, the names of Franklin and M‘Clintock must 

These names had 
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M'Clintock's gallantry in undertaking the command of 
Lady Franklin's expedition, by the suecessful result of 
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ledge enough to appreciate his labours to admire 

his high social qualities and gallantry to come forward 

and show this appreciation, by uniting ih presenting 

him with a suitable testimonial. (Hear, hear). There 

was, however, a consideration even beyond Captain 

M'Ulintock with respect?to this testimonial ; and that 

consideration referred to one whom he need not hame, 

one Whose heroic conduct they had admired and wondered 

at for so many years— whose courage held up «hen the 

courage of brave men failed who never sank into des- 

pair when it was considered absolute waste of time and 

money to follow up the search—who bore nine years of 
terrible suspense, which has terminated in a certainty 

better than that sad suspense. (Applause). They could 

not even at this particular time, intrude the expression of 
their opinion upon feelings which should be held as 

sacred ; but this testimonial would be a monumental 

evidence that they had not forgotten her—that they had 

sympathies with her suspense, and now felt deeply for 

the certainty that has followed. (Applduse). 

The resolution was put from the chair, and carried 

unanimously. 

Mr. Whiteside, M.P., amidst loud applause, proposed 
that an address, which he read, be addressed by the 
meeting, signed by the Lord Mayor, and presented by 
his lordship to Captain M‘Clintock. He said he 
had no doubt that the resolution and address would find 
a ready response from the meeting. (Hear, hear). He 
felt indebted to the gentlemen who permitted him te 
take part in that agreeable and instructive assembly of 
Irishmen. He congratulated Captain M‘Clintock on 
having such an exponent of his services : n | labours as 
had been brought before them in the person of Profes- 
sor Haughton. (Hear, hear). It requireda man of science 
to explain to others the value of scientific discoveries; 

and it required a man of genius to do it with the point 
and ability which his learned friend had exhibited that 
day. (Applause.) It was said in the present day that 
lectures should be delivered to young men in the various 
societics of the empire. He would ask his respected 
friend to deliver the lecture he had delivered that day, 
and produce his map, in any assembly in the British 
Empire, and he (Mr. Whiteside) ventured to say he would 
be received with the greatestenthusiasm. (Hear, hear.) 
The noble lord who had proposed the first resolution 
said with great truth, that the brilliant services of many 
distinguished Irishmen, had not been specifically noticed 
by their admiring countrymen. (Hear, hear.) He 
might mention that some time ago there was signal and 
essential service done to the country by Lawrence. He 
felt that he was neglected by the Admiralty, who had 
rules and systems quite incomprehensible to those un- 
initiated in official life. They were slow in recognising 
the services of this distinguished gentleman, who was as 
simple in manner as, he had no doubt, he was 
brave in heart. He _ called upon him (Mr. 
Whiteside), and he offered him a little advice. He 
ventured to tell him that he was satisfied there was one 
assembly that would always recognise merit whenever 
that merit was found to be of a true and sterling stamp, 
and that was the House of Commons. (Hear, hear). 
His advice was adopted—this distinguished man ap- 
pealed to Parliament, and a select committee reported 
that he deserved £10,000—£5,000 for himself, and the 
remainder for the crew. (Hear, hear). It was, no doubt, 
true that several exploring expeditions had failed, but 
they had all rendered valuable additions to 
science. M‘Clure spent four years in the Polar ice, 
and only got the reward which he deserved. The 
memorial of Lady Franklin, which was brought before 
the House of Commons by the late Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland, had subscribed to it the names of many dis- 
tinguished men, and amongst the rest, M‘Clintock and 
other gentlemen who were ready to volunteer their ser- 
vices. The motion then made for the fitting out 
of another expedition failed, but this lady, as 
had been stated, sold out the last remnant of 
her property, in order to accomplish that which 
was dear to her woman’s heart. (Hear, hear.) 
It was natural for them, irrespective of what might be 
done by any other public body, to express their admira- 
tion at the success ot their countrymen, because for- 
merly they had been too apt to underrate them. Dr. 
Johnson,'when speaking of the Scotch, said that they were 
in a great conspiracy against mankind, but the Irish 
were a fair people, because they never spoke well of each 
other. (Lanughter.) He (Mr. Whiteside ) flattered him- 
self that time was gone by, and he believed they were 
all then proud of the ability of their countrymen, and 
he was sure it was no small satisfaction to them, when 
they heard of the services rendered by the great 
voyagers in the Polar Seas, to remember that amongst 
the famous men that went on those dangerous but great 
expeditions were three distinguished Irishmen-—M‘Clin- 
tock, M*Clure, and Crozier. (Applause.) There was 
nothing a determined purpose could not accomplish, 
and the address stated truly that what Captain 
M‘Clintock had done not merely exalted his countrymen, 
but also the British navy, of which they might soon 
have need. (Applause.) The address concluded, and 
properly, by a reference to the qualities of mind and 
body which enabled Captain M‘Clintock to effect his 
great undertaking—qualities which entitled him to 
their admiration and respect. They rejoiced in 
his success, and expressed an ardent hope 
that he might long live to increase his 
professional fame, and serve his country. (Applause.) 
Hie would give them an example of how gratifying 
would be the — of pnblic opinion at that meet- 
ing to the feelings of Captain M‘Clintock. If they 
looked over the memoirs of the distinguished soldier, 
Sir Charles Napier, they would find that he recorded 
with his own pen the joy and satisfaction with which 
he witnessed, a manifestation made to him by Irishmen 
in an entertaiment given to him in the Rotundo, in ac- 
knowledgment of his pre-cminentigenius as a commander, 
and perhaps from the feeling that he had been 
somewhat neglected. They would find there was nothing 
gave him more satisfaction than that mark of respect 
paid him by the Irish people. He (Mr. Whiteside) could 
well undergtand how Captain M‘Clintock would receive 
the present expression of public feeling. It was not won 
by any artifice or management—it was the direct ex- 
pression of the admiration of the people of Lreland, for 
his wonderful intrepidity and endurance, as well as of 
that disinterested conduct which had marked his achieve- 
ments throughout. He had been struck with the force 
of an observation made by a gallant officer, who had ad- 
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was also most anxious. Her Majesty and the 
as Consort had a conference with the captain of 
the Resolute, and took the deepest interest in the sub- 
ject. But the Lords of the Admiralty would not hear 
of it; they said that already £60,000 had been spent in 
fruitless attempts; but he pointed out to them that those 
searches over a tremendous range, to see if any traces 
could be found, were yet incomplete, and that after the 
last of the searches on the part of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, Captain Anderson and Dr. Rae had come by the 
very spot where some of the Esquimaux people had got 
plate with the brand of the Erebus and Terror marked 
upon it. If brave men have gone out upon scientific 
discoveries, should the country to which they belonged 
—particularly should [reland—ever desert them? should 
they not show men of that spirit and character that the 
country would stand by them to the last? Me further 
showed the Lords of the Admiralty that another 
search would be of a more limited range; but no, 
they said—they had already spent £60,000. 
He (the learned gentleman) told the House of Oommons 
that it was not a money matter—that the honour of the 
country was at stake. The Admiralty were all opposed 
to him; and he was told if he pressed his motion toa 
division there would be a large majority against him, which 
would be avery unfortunate thing. He consulted Mr. 
Lindsay and some other gentlemen, and they told him to 
let the matter drop, and to write a letter to the 
Admiraity. He did so, and asked the Arctic stores 
which were lying useless at Woolwich, and Lady Franklin 
would dothe rest, but they refused. Hetold the Admiralty 
that Lady Franklin, if the Government did not do it, 
would do it herself, at her own expense. He always 
thought it would have been a disgrace to the country 
to have totally abandoned the expedition, and Captain 
M‘Clintock having undertaken that search with so much 
spirit and intrepidity, not only entitled him tothe honour 
which he now received at an assembly of Lrishmen, but 
saved the British Empire from the disgrace which must 
have attached to it, of the fate af the brave Frank- 
lin had been left in obscurity and uncertainty. (Ap- 
plause. ) 
“All, all are gone, 
But still lives on 
The fame of those who died ; 
And true men, like you men, 
Remember them with pride.” 


(Applause). The exhibition of unanimity,on this occasion 
he trusted, would be some compensation to Captain 
M‘Clintock and his comrades for all they had endured. 
As for Lady Franklin, he saw her during the period 
when she was in suspense as to whether she wasa wife 
or a sorrowing widow, and she bore up against her 
affliction with a woman’s bravery. (Hear,hear.) He 
was proud to have the privilege of doing honour to a 
gallant man, who had done honour to himself, and 
saved the Governmentand the country from disgrace. 
(Hear, hear.) The hon. gentleman concluded by 
moving that a committee of 21 be formed for the pur- 
pose of raising subscriptions, 

Admiral Hookett seconded the resolution, which was 
put and carried unanimously. 

Sir E. Grogan, M.P., said, before he proposed the 
next resolution, he begged to congratulate that nu- 
merous and influential assemblage upon the object 
which had called them together, to perform a debt 
of duty to their fellow-countryman, Captain M*‘Clin- 
tock. (Hear, hear.) They assembled to thank him, 
not only for the courage with which he took charge of 
this most dangerous expedition, but on the success with 
which he had terminated it, and the important scientific 
results which he had been instrumental in developing. 
(Hear, hear.) His native town of Drogheda, on which 
he had particular claims, had assembled to do him 
honour, but that meeting had assembled as the represen- 
tative of the citizens of Dublin, on public grounds, to 
testify their sense of his merits, and mark their appro- 
bation of the distinguished manner in which he had per- 
formed his duty. (Applause). He concluded by moving 
that the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor do leave the chair, 
aud the Right Hon. Joseph Napier be called thereto. 

Mr. P. O’Brien seconded the resolution.

On the 3rd of the present month between two 
and three o'clock p.m., the prisoner and two other boys, 
named Francis Fitzgerald and Michael Turney, were 
employed in carrying reams of paper from the machine- 
room to 4 room upstairs, looking into Sackville-place, 
and which room had previously been locked up for 
about two months, the key being kept in Captain Knox's 
possession, or in that of his manager. The key, 
on the occasion alluded to, was given to Francis 
Fitzgerald, tor the purpose of opening the room 
and depositing paper therein ; and he had got 
directions to return it to Michael O'Reilly, the 
machinist, as soon as this business was done, and 
the room locked. On the morning of the 4th 
inst., about seven oclock, Capt. Knox received a message 
from his assistant manager, Mr. Thomas Ilignell, that a 
serious fire had occurred at the newspaper office shortly 
after three o’clock that morning, and that it was dis- 
covered in the room referred to. Captain Knox pro- 
ceeded to the office about half-past nine o'clock on the 
same morning, and iiamediately examined the room in 
which the fire was discovered. From its appearance, as | 
well as from the position of the paper, he at once con- 
cluded that the fire was not the result of accident, but 
that the paper had been wilfully and maliciously set fire 
to by some person. On examination, he found that one 
of the reams of paper had been opened and set fire to, 
as well as the cover ot it, and, besides, he found marks 
of candle grease on the wall of the room, close to where 
the paper had been ignited. Captain Knox 
immediately sent a messenger to Sackville-place 
Station-house, to report the case, and soon after 
obtained the assistance of Assistant-Inspector 
Cavanagh, with _whom the room in which the fire 
occurred was again examined. An inquiry was theu 
instituted as to the cause of the fire, and among others 
the prisoner, Patrick Cleary, was examined, who at first 
denied all knowledge of it, but who subsequently admit- 
ted that he had taken a candle used by the fireman, 
Michael Fitzpatrick, shortly after he went to the office: 
that he had gone up to the room above mentioned; that 
he there untied one of the reams of paper, and, having 
lighted the candle, he set fire to the brown paper 
cover of the ream, and also to the paper itself. He 
also stated that he did this at the instance of a 
person who had bound him by a solemn oath not to 
tell his name. Captain Knox told him that such 
an Oath was not lawful, and requested him to throw all 
the light hecould upon the matter, and give a clue to the 
person who had induced him to commit such an act ; 
but he refused todoso. Captain Knox then inquired 
where he had met this person and concocted the matter 
when he replied that this person had stopped him at 
Nelson’s Pillar, on the previous day; but he afterwards 
retracted this statement, and said that this man had 
called the previous day at his father’s residence, in 
Cole’s-lane, where he arranged the matter with him. 
Captain Knox further inquired whether this person had 
instructed him as to how he should carry out his in- 
tentions, when the prisoner replied that he had received 
full instructions upon that head —that he should “XX a 
ream of paper in the room, and then set fire to it, br 
which means the house would be destroyed. Captain 
Knox also said that the er had made the above
